Two murders on the 
same block in a 24 hour period in Hammond, (my home town) last week. Don't 
think it can never happen here because it could happen anywhere. It's unlikely to 
happen here at this period of time but it can. A few years back I listened to Scanner 
Feed from Hammond and Santa Barbara at the same time over a 4 hour period on a 
Saturday afternoon. There was a lot more theft calls here than there. For some 
reason not a lot of violence that day in Hammond.

What 
a cold blooded thing to do rip off a homeless handicapped person but that is what 
life is coming to in this country. It might have happened 20 years ago but was less 
likely compared to now. Now a lot of people are going bonkers no one seems to care 
as much as they did way back when it's not just here it's everywhere. When you tell 
someone about a horrible incident like a handicapped person getting ripped off they 
usually say something like, "It's happening everywhere." That is somehow supposed 
to make it OK. 

I remembering hearing about an injury motorcycle accident years ago, maybe 20 
years ago. I think it was on Castillo, a couple was injured and someone came along 
and ripped off the man's wallet. That stuff did not happen around here much; it was 
shocking. It happens in places like Chicago all the time, probably since the beginning 
of time. But Chicago is a much bigger place. Interesting thought; do you think we 
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will see the Military take over the duties of Police Officers in our Life Time? Do you 
think that someday the Military, not the Police will patrol our streets? I wonder. 
What do you think? Just a couple thoughts from a twisted old mind.
